Importance of Regaining Maritime Power. 


Few subjects have elicited more discussion or 
excited more general interest than that of a re- 
covery by the United States of its appropriate 
share of the ocean carrying trade, This subject 
touches notonly our pockets but our national 
pride. Practically all the freights for transporting 
to Europe the enormous annual supplies of pro- 
visions furnished by this country and for the 
large return of manufactured products have for 
many years been paid to foreign ship owners. 
Thousands of immigrants annually seeking homes 
under our flag have been denied a sight of it 
until they entered Sandy Hook, while increasing 
thousands of American citizens, bent on 
European travel, bave each year stepped into 
a foreign jurisdiction at the New 
York docks. The merchandise balance of 
trade which the Treasury books show is largely 
reduced by the annual tribute which we pay for 
freight and passage money. The great ships, the 
fastest upon the sea, which are now in peace prof- 
iting by our trade, are in a secondary sense war- 
ships of their respective governments, and in time 
of war would, under existing contracts with 
those governments, speedily take on the guns for 
which their decks are already prepared, and enter 
with terrible efficiency upon the work of destroy- 
ing our commerce. The undisputed fact is that 
the great steamship lines of Europe were built 
up and are now in part sustained by direct or in- 
direct government aid, the latter taking the form 
of liberal pay for carrying the mails or of an annu- 
al bonus given in consideration of agreements to 
construct ships so as to adapt them for carrying 
an armament and to turn them over to 
the government on demand, upon specified terms. 
It was plain to every intelligent American that if 
the United States would have such lines a similar 
policy must be entered upon. The Fifty-first 
Congress enacted such a law, and under its bene- 
ficent influence sixteen American steamships of 
an aggregate tonnage of 57,400 tons and costing 
$7,400,000 have been built or contracted to be 
built in American shipyards. In addition to this 
it is now practically certain that we shall soon 
have, under the American flag. one of the finest 
steamship lines sailing out of New York for any 
European port. This contract’ will result in the 
construction in American yards of four new pas- 
senger steamships of 10,000 tons each, costing 
about $8,000,000, and will add to our naval reserve 
six steamships, the fastest upon the seas. 

Aspecial interest has been taken by me in the 
establishment of lines from our South Atlantic 
ana Gulf ports; and, though my e 
have not yet been realized, attention has been 
called to the advantages possessed by these ports. 
and when their people are more fully alive to 
their interests I do not doubt that they will be 
able to secure the capital needed to enable them 
to profit by their great natural advantages. The 
Democratic party has found no place iu its plat- 
form for any reference to this subject and 
has shown its hostility to the general 
policy by refusing to expend an appro- 
priation made during the last administration for 
ocean mail contracts with American lines. The 
patriotic people, the workmen in our shops, the 
capitalists seeking new enterprises must decide 
whether the great ships owned by Americans 
which have sought American registry shall again 
humbly ask a place in the English naval reserve; 
the great ships now on the designers’ tables go to 
foreign shovs for construction and the United 
States lose the now brightening opportunity of 
recovering a place commensurate with its wealth, 
the skill of its constructors. and the courage of 
its sailors in the carrying trade of all the seas. 

The Benefits of Rectprocity. 

Another related measure as furnishing in- 
creased ocean traffic for our ships and of great 
and permanent benefit to the farmers and manu- 
facturers as well, is the reciprocity policy de- 
clared by Sec. 3 of the Tariff act of 1890 and now 
in practical operation with five of the nations of 
Central and South America, San Domingo, the 
Spanish and British West India Islands. and with 
Germany and Austria, under special trade ar- 
rangements with each. The removal of the duty 
on sugar and the continuance of coffee and tea 
upon the free list, while giying great relief to 
our own people by cheapening articles used 
increasingly in every household, were also 
of such enormous advantage to the countries ex- 
porting these articles as to suggest that in con- 
sideration thereof reciprocal favors should be 
shown in their tariffs to articles exported by us to 
their markets. Great credit is due to Mr. Blaine 
for the vigor with which he pressed this view 
upon the country. We have only begun to real- 
ye the benefit of these trade arrangements. The 
work of creating new agencies and of adapting 
our to pew markets has necessarily 
taken time, but the results already at- 
tained are such, I am sure, as to 
establish in popular favor the policy of 
reciprocal trade based upon the {ee importa- 
tion of such articles as do not injuriously com- 
pete with the prudacts of our own farms, mines, 
or factories, in exchange for the free or favored 
introduction of our products into other coun- 
tries. The obvious efficacy of this policy in in- 
creasing the foreign trade of the United States 
at once attracted the alarmed attention of Eu- 
ropeau trade journals and boards of trade. The 
British Board of Trade has presented to that 
government a memorial asking for,the appoint- 
ment of a commission to consider the best means 
of counteracting er — — 2 “the commercial 
rusade of the Uni tates.’ 

2 At a meeting held in March last of the Asso- 
ciated Chambers of Commerce of Great Britain 
the President reported that the exports from 
Great Britain to the Latin American countries 
during the last year had decreased $23,750,000, 
and that this was not due to temporary causes, 
but directly to the reciprocity policy of the United 
States. Germany and France have also shown 
their startled appreciation of the fact that a new

CHICAGO ARTISANS COMBINE IN A 
BIG DEMONSTRATION, 


Thirty-five Thousand Men Take Part in a 
Monster Parade—Striking Uniforms and 
Tableaux in the Procession—Reviewed 
by the Mayor and Judges in Lincoln 
Park—Prizes Awarded Several Organi- 
zations—Picnics and Addresses—Streets 
Blockaded@ for Five Hours. 

Chicago’s thousands of artizans put on holi- 
day attire yesterday and swelled the crowd 
which as spectators or active participators cel- 
ebrated National Labor day. The demonstra- 
tion was on a larger scale than any ever be- 
fore made in this city. 
0 ized labor having adjusted their differ- 
endes of opinion, both joined in their efforts 
to make. the parade a large one, with the re- 
sult that a procession was formed in which 
35,000 people were in line. Many of the uni- 
forms worn by the trades unions were strik- 
ing in effect and unique in design. The tin

plug hats and zinc umbrellas of the cornice- 
makers formed a novel feature which was 
heartily applauded all along the line of march. 
Most of the trades represented wore uniforms 
typical of their work, the painters and deco- 
rators, with white caps and overalls were 
especially noticeable. 

Throughout the line floats were liberally 


scattered, on which the various industries were 


given practical illustration, the actual me- 
chanical work being performed on the wag- 
ons, while on others were allegorical groups 
showing the progress made by various trades 
from their early history to the present time. 
Chicago’s streets and intramural transporta- 
tion facilities have seldum been taxed as they 
were yesterday. From early morning until night 
crowds surged through the central thorough- 
fares and street- cars were loaded to 
much more than their calculated ca- 
pac'ty. While the procession was moving 
from the Lake-Front Park to the Norih Side, 
all traffic was blocked in the business section, 
and even pedestrians moved about with slow- 
ness and great difficulty. On the Lake-Front 
itselt, from Adams street to Eldridge court, 
there was such a jam as has not been seen in 
that locality for years. The line of march 
was laid out in such a way that it crossed 
nearly every cable and horse car line runnmg 
to the center of the city and in consequence 


for five long hours traffic was practically par- 
alyzed, It was a matter of great difficulty for 
any vehicle to get into or away from the terri- 
tory hemmed in by the procession and the 
sections of it which marched through the 
streets from 10 0’clock in the morning until 
3 in the afternoon.

RAIDED A RACE TRACK 


FIVE HUNDRED POLICE FORCE THE 
GATES AT GARFIELD PARK. 


Clab Officers, Bookmakers, Jockeys, and 
Spectators Loaded Into Five Patrol 
Wagons—Prisoners Charged with Vio- 
lating the State and City Laws Against 
Gaming—One Hundred and Twenty- 
Five Locked Up at the Armory—Will 
. Continue te Defy the Authorities. 

„Break down the gates!“ 

There were wild scenes at Garfield Park yes- 
terday. The police did not content them- 
selves with sitting idly by and preventing 
racing, but, waiting outside till the game was 
well under way, raided the track 500 strong. 
Nor was there the slightest doubt in the 
the thousanos present that the 
police meant business. There were ludicrous 
scenes of panic when the arrest of offensive 
spectators began and the crowd made a wild 
rush for liberty. Later the scene was trans- 
ferred to the Harrison Street Police Station, 
where the gambiers and dead game sports 
were still further convinced that there was no 
nonsense about the raid. 

It was Inspector Lewis who gave the order 
to break down the gates. The track people 
were on the alert and as the patrol wagons ap- 
proached the lower entrance the heavy gates 
were slammed in their faces and locked. 

“Open the gates!” said the Inspector, 
jumping from his buggy. 

** Keep your hands off these gates, yelled 
the Pinkerton man in charge of the gate. 

Break down the gates, said the Inspector. 

Sergt. Roche swung an ax at the lock two 
or three times and the gates flew open, and 
the police, chucking the Pinkerton man into 
the wagon, drove in. 

In the meantime the 3,000 people inside the 
gates were waiting for the fun to begin. Many 
on the way out had expressed doubts that 
there would be any racing, and it is safe to say 
that many people went to see the fun that a 
raid promised. At2o’clock more eyes were 
turned toward the gates than toward the race 
track. Everybody expected that something 
was going to happen. The air was full of ex- 


citement. 
Betting Was Slow. 


The crowd around the “ bookies” was not 
so largeas usualand the betting was slow. 
When the first race began no one on the grand 
stand was willing to offer odds either 
way as to whether the police would or 
would not ix terfere. However, for a time all 
ran smoothly and Harry Varnell was heard to 
remark that he guessed the police were down- 
town watching the labor parade and tending 
to business, without interfering with the rights 
of citizens. 

Enthusiasm ran high during the first race. 
No time was lost in getting up the horses for 
the scond race, and the remark went the 
rounds to the effect that the race track man- 
agement was getting through with the pro- 
ceedings in a way that would leave 
Chief McClaughry’s men in the rear. 
The second race was successfully run. The 
third came in quick succession. The crowd 
began to consider it as good as settled that 
the police had taken a day off as far as Gar- 
field Park was concerned, The ‘“ buokies ”’ 
had settled down to business by 3 o’clock and 
everything was moving as merrily as the tra- 
ditional marriage bell. Those who. were on 
the look-out reported that the blue-coats were 
not in sight and the races took on their old- 
time aspect of security. 

At 3:25 o’clock the horses were called out of 
the paddock for the fourth race. A minute 
later there was one of the wildest scenes of 
confusion ever witnessed at Garfield Park. 
Five hundred policemen appeared at the 
northeast gate and gained admission to the 
‘grounds before any one inside realized that 
they were there. Five patrol-wagons came at 
full speed up the road tuwards the grand 
stand. 

There had been a sharp, decisive battle at 
the gate. A Pinkerton guard was watching 
the gate, which had been securely locked and 
barred against any ordinary force of men. 
Police Inspector Lewis stepped up to the Pink- 
erton guard and demanded admission to the 
park. The guard sprang from his seat and 
placed his hand on the lock of the gate. In- 
spector Lewis repeated his demand and the 
guard stood his ground. 

Battered In the Gates. 

A second or two later half a dozen police- 
men were battering at the gates with axes. 
The gates were thrown open and the 
Pinkerton guard was landed in the pa- 
trol wagon. The policemen, headed by 
Inspector Lewis and Capt. Mahoney dashed 
through the gates and arrested every person 
in sight. Ihe five patrol: wagons galloped 
through the gates and the stable boys and ex- 
ercise men were seated safely inside. 

The crowd on the grand stand was left in 
doubt no longer regarding the police. Every- 
body went wild with excitement as the wagons 
came tearing up the road under the eaves of 
the grandstand. Underneath the grand stand, 
where the “* bookies ’’ had been congratulating 
themselves, a storm arose in a second of time. 
The 500 policemen charged on the pen- 
dilers and the war was on. Cash-boxes, 
black boards, and sheets mingled on the floor. 
The policemen climbed over counters and 
knocked heavy men down in their haste to 
secure the bookmakers. 

Women upstairs on the grand stand 
shrieked, and timid men shrank behind the 
chairs. 

The “bookies” fled from their stalls in all 
directions. A dozen made a break for liberty 
through the west gate, south. of the engine 
house, and a score or more policemen started 
in pursuit. The bookmakers were no match 
for the fleet blue coats and the round dozen 
were captured in the middle of the road out- 
side the park. The policemen were good nat- 
ured but firm, and those who made resist- 
ance were dealt with in a summary manner. 
Spectators, barn boys, jockeys, reporters, and 
bookies, in fact every one in reach 
of the 500 police. were hustled 
into the patrol wagons. The wagons were 
noon filled, and express wagons were pressed 
into service. 

As fast as those arrested were loaded into 
the wagons they were carted away to the open 
stalls on the west side of the park, where ade- 
tail of policemen kept them in. 

While some of the blue-coats were taking 
care of the bookmakers others were lookmg 
after the gentry in the judges’ stand. 

Varnell and Clark Taken In. 

A blue-coat began to pull down the railing 
back of which Harry Varnell stood. Varnell 
took him by the shoulder and pushed him 
none too gently from the stand. Several 
policemen rushed to the rescue and Varnell 
and Col, Clark were surrounded. 

“‘ You may arrest me peaceably if you will,” 
shouted Harry Varnell, but I don’t pro- 
pose to stand here and see you destroy prop- 
erty. There is a limit to endurance.” 

Varnell and Clark were hustled away with 
the rest of the crowd. : 

By 3:45 the grand stand was in a complete 
state of siege. Iwo policemen were put on 

ard at each stand where the bookmakers 
bad held forth. Fifty policemen were put on 
duty upin the grand stand. The men were 
told to stay where they were, and the 
women were ordered to leave at once or con- 
sider themselves under arrest. All of the em- 
ployés of Hankins & Co, were singled out and 
led towards the gates. George Hankins was 
corralied as he was making his way across the 
track and placed alongside of the rest of the 
boys.” He demanded to know on what 
grounds the officers were acting in such whole- 
sale fashion, and was told that every one on 
the grounds was liable to arrest for par- 
timpating in unlawful gaming: Inspector

CANADIANS INSULT THE AMERICAN FLAG 


Hiss the Stars and Stripes on the Stage and 
Drag the Banner Down Street, 

MonTREAL, Que., Sept. 5.—([Special.]—A 
thrilling and exciting scene that was not on 
the program took place at the performance of 
the White Squadron” in this city tonight. 
The play is a highly patriotic American 
drama by J. M. Harkins and brought 
out im this city by the A. V. Pear- 
sons company of New York. The company 
commenced a week’s engagement at the 
Queen’s Theater this evening before a large 
audience. Everything went smoothly until 
the third act, which represents a congress of 
the navies at Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, when the 
various Admirals composing the congress 
come on the stage escorted by a squad of 
their men who carry the flag of their country. 
The English, French, German, and Italian 
flags were all enthusiastically cheered, but 
when the American Admiral, ac- 
companied by his squad carry- 
ing the Stars and Stripes. appeared, 
there were loud hisses from the galleries. At 
the end of the act the players were called 
before the curtain, and when Mr. Hillyard, 
representing the American Admiral, appeared 
there were renewed hisses, and somebody in 
the gallery threw a missile at him. This was 
followed by a crowd proceeding to the front 
entrance of the theater, where the different 
flags were confusedly displayed, and tearing 
down the Stars and Stripes, which they dragged 
down the street. Mr. Neil Florence, the man- 
ager of the company, was indignant at the 
conduct of the crowd and demanded protec- 
tion for the American flag. 

When Mr. Florence asked a policeman to 
arrest the mea who had pulled down the flag 
the constable refused and replied that it was a 
pity they had not pulled them all down. Mr. 
Florence replied that he was an American 
citizen and such a thing would have to stop. 
He did not care for himself personally, but 
he would protect the flag. This had the effect

play had been performed in New York and 
other large citi#§ before many English people 
and it was the first time that the American 
flag had been hissed. The play was not in- 
tended to hurt the national feelings of 
any people and it was a surprise that 
anybody in a Canadian audience should have 
acted in such manner, and he hoped it would 
be the last time. The remainder of the per- 
formance passed off quietly. The incident 
caused a good deal of talk and excitement all 
around the theater, and thedisgraceful actions 
were attributed to soine hot heads who thought 
they would show their loyalty by insulting the 
Stars and Stripes. 


ENGINE AND TENDER IN THE HUDSON. 


Two Persons, Maybe More, Drowned—Pe- 
culiar Accident on the West Shore Road. 
Newsure, N. T., Sept. 5.—As train No. 13 

on the West Shore road, which left Weehaw- 
ken this afternoon, was approaching Crans- 
ton’s the engine, tender, baggage, and smok- 
ing cars left the track on the river side. The 
engine and tender ran into the river, which is 
very deep at this point, and at once sank out 
of sight, carrying down Engineer Isenburg 
and Fireman Van Style.

Twelfth round—The referee jumped to the cen- 
ter of the ring and smelt Myers’ gloves, although 
nothing unfair had been attempted, and the men 
were permitted to box. Myer missed a left for 
the head and nearly fell, getting back from an 
aggressive move by his opponent; McAuliffe 
landed a heavy stomach punch. Myer was fought 
to the ropes, tho the Williamsburger was 
fearful of the right hand cross counter. The men 
mixed matters in McAuliffe’s corner, punched 
vigorously at each ocher, and clinched twice with- 
out any apparent harm to either. McAuliffe 
walked jauntily to his corner while the Westerner 
seemed slow. No stimulants were offered the 
Williamsburger, though Myer was rubbed and 
fed with lemon. 

Thirteenth round—McAuliffe landed a left- 
handed facer and Myer clinched. The former 
walked around his. opponent, eyeing him closely, 
and Myer backed away. McAuliffe attempted to 
land a terrific right on the heart, but was 
stopped by Myer’s forearm. McAuliffe stole in and 
landed a heavy left on the nose and dropped his 
hands and walked away, though in a rally later 
both men landed blows on the head, Myer getting 
the best of the exchange. When the gong sound

Fourteenth round—Myer responded to the call 
of time looking much better. cAuliffe landed a 
heavy swing on the jaw which nearly turned its 
recipient around. cAuliffe forced Myer to the 
ropes, delivering blows in the head in the break- 
away. Myer pushed his left on his opponent's 
nose.- Terrific blows were landed, followed by a 
neat bit of boxing. McAuliffe attempted to feint 
with his left for the stomach. Myer would not 
bite, however, and the round ended with honors 
easy. 

Fifteenth round—The opening of this round 
was characterized by several awkward attempts 
on the part of both men, and the audience 
cheered when Myer was knocked down with a 
heavy right. McAuliffe knocked him down again 
ashe gotup. Thistime he lay helpless on the 
ropes until he was counted out. 

It was a heavy right hand swing that did the 
trick, and McAuliffe was borne triumphantly 
on his seconds’ shoulders to his corner. The 
Williamsburger was made the recipient of 
hearty applause, notwithstanding the fact that 
New Orleans was known as a Myer city. The 
Williamsburger’s seconds opened champagne 
in his corner, while Myer was offered a glass 
of the wine by his conqueror, which was ab- 
cepted, and a hearty handshake wound up the 
greatest battle recorded in the lightweight 
class since the days of Billy Edwards, Barney

AN ANALYSIS OF MYER’S FIGHTING. 
Twice He Seemed to Have Chances, but 
His Strength Gave Out.

Strange Scenes in the Great Arena at the 
Crescent City. 

Oxrmric Crus, New Oxueane, La., Sept. 5.

THE WORKINGMEN’S PARADE. 

The workingmnen could not have had a more 
perfect day for their annual demonstration if 
it had been made to their order. The streets 
were in good condition for marching, the air 
was cool and bracing, and the alternations of 
sun and shade gave a picturesque air to the 
pageant of labor. All along the extended line 
of march, from the Lake-Front to Lincoln 
Park, the streets were densely packed with a 
good-natured and eager crowd, a prominent 
factor of which was the workingmen’s wives, 
babies, and sweethearts, whose enthusiasm 
was quite equal to that of the men themselves. 
The various organizations having settled their 
differences they turned out in full ranks, with 
the result that the demonstration was the larg- 
eat which has yet been made by them. Apart 
from the natural confusion growing out of the 
attempt to handle so large a body of men and 
the difficulty of keeping an unbroken line the 
display was very effective and reflects great 
credit upon all concerned in its management 
The most noticeable feature of the great 
procession was the absence of those menacing 
mottoes or flags and banners which have dis- 
figured these pageants in the past, and some- 
times pfovoked police interference and popu- 
lar indignation, The various legends were 
mainly appeals for better wages and fewer 
hours, and one of them set forth what will seem 
to most persons the millennial condition of 
the relations of labor and capital—namely: 
‘‘eight hours’ work, eight hours’ pay, eight 
hours’ sleep, and eight dollars a day.“ With 
but two or three exceptions the flags were the 
Stars and Stripes, and they were carried in 
profusion. There were two or three red flags 
carried by international societies, but they 
had compromised by attaching a small Stars 
and Stripes to the upper corner of the red 
emblem of anarchy, thus.placing the Ameri- 
can flag above it, where it will always be. The 
whole effect of the procession was gratifying. 
It shows that happier relations exist betweeu 
the employers and the employed in Chicago, 
and that the workingmen have cut loosé from 
their dangerous affilidtions with foreign, 
anarchical, law-defying, and mischief-plotting 
organizations. To this extent and by the re- 
spect they have shown tbe American flag the 
workingmen have commended their cause to 
the whole community. They can accomplish 
nothing without the help of public eentiment, 
and to that sentiment they directly appealed 
yesterday. i 

Every procession | has its extraneous feature 
in the shape of personal advertisement. Yés- 
terday’s was no exception to the rule. The 
advertisement usually follows in the rear, but 
it’ was 
not a walking delegate, but was mounted and 
rode in a proud and stately manner, cavalier- 
ly acknowledging the greetings ofAhose who 
recognized it. It is needless to say it was 
Carter Harrison making himself solid with 
the labor element, and playmg it low down 
upon Mr. Washington Hesing in a manner the 
latter will despise. If Mr. Hesing were in the 
procession he was lost in it, but Carter took 
care he should not be lost. He was the cyno- 
sure of all eyes. Bemg a polyglot linguist and 
having the alleged blood of several European 
nationalities flowing through his Kentucky 
veins he did not march with the Arbeiter- 
bund, with Bohemian coal-heavers, Norwegian 
sailors, Swedish woodworkers, Polish tailors, 
German builders, Italian marble-cutters, or 
Swabian weavers. He was a composite, rep- 
resenting all trades, and showing the features 
of all natiohalities blended anto one, and 
beaming with self content. He has not 
figured in a laboring man’s procession before 
since the year of anarchy, when he allowed 
his police to head a procession of red flags, 
threatening fire and slaughter, to the Lake- 
Front, followed by the fatal bomb which laid 
low so many of those police a few days after. 
But there is no danger now. Carter rode with 
unpunity and probably nuch to Mr. Hesing’s 
disgust he was a seeming success.

SULLIVAN-CORBETT PUNCHING MATCH. 

For the time being the forthcoming contest 
between Profs. Sullivan and Corbett at New 
Orleans absorbs attention of the sports to the 
exclusion even of cholera and the cgmpaign. 
The air is full of speculation as to the result, 
much of it naturally taking the direction, 
however, of the speculators’ bete. The ma- 
jority of the professional . hitters seem to as- 
sume that Sullivan will be the winner, proba- 
bly from persenal knowledge or observations 
of the sledge-hammer force of the big man’s 
blows. It- is probable the majority of the 
public take the same view, arriving at that 
conclusion from the fact that Sullivan is the 
champion and hitherto has knocked out every 
antagonist who has dared tostand before him. 
It is not safe to assert, however, that Sulli- 
van is to be tne winner on this occasion 
merely because he has been a constant winner 
in the past. The circumstances under which 
the two gladiators will meet have changed in 
some respects, and sufficiently so as to admit 
of coasiderable and well-founded doubt 
whether he is a better man,” in the lan- 
guage of the ring, than Corbett. Sullivan is 
now in bis thirty-sixth year, while Corbett is ten 
years his junior. Sullivan, therefore, is some- 
what pust his pugilistic prime, for it is between 
the ages of twenty-four and thirty that a man 
reaches his muscular maximum and the full 
development of his physical alertness. Skill 
in boxing will hardly figure, as there is no 
question that Corbett’s intelligence and know!l- 
edge of modern improvements in the ring are 
as great if not greater than Suliivan’s, whose 
gigantic strength and ugly disposition when 
sparring have offset mere skill hitherto. 
Again, Sullivar’s left arm is not in perfect 
shape and has not been since the accident 
which happened to it some time ago. He has 
also a bad foot, which may not serve him in 
good stead should there be any sprinting of 
the Mitchell sort about the ring. If all reports 
are true, he has perspired easily in his train- 
ing and shown shortness of wind after severe 
effort, which is not an encouraging sign, 

Corbett is in perfect condition physically 
and has taken good care of himself. Sullivan 
on the other hand has abused himself by hard 
drinking sprees and to that extent weakened 
a naturally marvelous constitution. Cor- 
bett is an inch or so taller than Sullivan, is of 
just about the right weight for his height— 200 
pounds—and has a longer reach. Under these 
circumstances it is not unlikely that Corbett 
will adopt the policy of a waiting fight, em- 
ploying his skill to save himself from the ef- 
fects of the Sullivan pile-driver and letting 
him exhaust himself and then rushing in upon 
him when he has fatigued himself and put- 
ting the giant to sleep.“ This at least is 
among the possibilities. Sullivan himself 
says it will be his last fight. If he should be 
overcome by Corbett it certainly will be, as 
it will demonstrate beyond question that his 
best boxing days are over and he must give 
up his place to some of the younger aspirants 
for the fistic championship, If he should be 
the winner, on the other hand, he must fight 
again, as heywill be challenged immediately. 
If he wins it will only show what a wonderful 
physique he has and what infinitely greater 
things he might have accomplished if he had 
not abused it. In some useful employment 
his gigantic strength would have been equiva- 
lent to the effort of half a dozen ordinary 
workers. 


HOME OF THE CHOLERA. 

“Asiatic cholera is endemic in Hindostan 
only.“ said Dr. A. S. Gray in Taz Trispune of 
yesterday. It has raged there for centuries, 
and is not a visitation of Providence, but the 
result of the hot, damp climate and filthy 
habits of the Hindoo race. It is carried 
through Asia by religionists, and into Eu- 
rope and America by commerce and emigra- 
tion. Every three, six, nine, and twelve years 
there is a vast turning out of pilgrims to the 
Juggernaut festivals, the twelve-year period 
being the most important. It is estimated 
that at least 13,000,000 people attend each of 
the twelve-year festivals, the most important 
gatherings being at Arcot, Vellore, Conje- 
veram, Hurdwar, and Juggernaut,

The disease moves from place to place slow- 

ly under the primitive 3 

of the Orient. In 1827 it was at Hurdwar, in 

1828 at Herat, in 1831 at St. Petersburg, and 

thence went to Hamburg, Bremen, and the 


British Isles, It got into Chicago in 1882, 


having occupied five years in coming hither 
from Hursdwar. It also made its way into 
Chicago in 1854 and again in 1866. This time 
the great twelve-year festivals fell due in 1889, 
and the plague then generated has taken three 
years to get outside of Russia. The rate of 
travel thus far was nearly the same as in the 
early part of the century, but the change in 
commercial methods since then has enabled 
the fell destroyer to proceed more rapidly 
over the latter part of its course. Within a 
month of its appearance at Baku on the Cas- 


pian, June 27, it had traveled to Nijni Nov- 


gorod and Moscow, and reached St. Petersburg 
a few days later. Its course since then is fresh 
in the popular mind and need not here be 

But it will be well to remember the fact that 
Hamburg has proved a nest for the incuba- 
tion of the cholera because its conditions 
furnish a partial parallel to those which breed 
it in the Orient. In the older portions of that 
city the people live in or near a soil of slime 
and ooze, the malarial exhalations naturally 
arising therefrom being rendered more death- 
dealing by a liberal admixture with human 
excreta, such as poisons the wells of India at 
the gatherings of the pilgrims to the shrine of 
Juggernaut and on a smaller seale those in 
the vicinity of the Mohammedan shrines in 
Persia. The conditions in Hamburg cause a 
less extensive mortality than mn the East 
simply because of the milder climate due to 
greater distance from the equator. We are much 
nearer to the line than is the German port 
where the cholera is numbering its victims at 
the rate of more than one in a thousand for 
each day, and in those parts of Chicago where 
the worst conditions prevail the death rate 
might be fully as great as in Hamburg should 
the disease find a lodgment here before the 
advent of cold weather. Fortunately our sani- 
tary conditions are vastly better than those of 
the same site in 1832 or 1854, or any of the 
other years in which the cholera has swept 
over it like a destroying angel. But we have 
localities in our neighborhood where the arti- 
ficial accumulations of filth make the condi- 
tions fully as bad as the more natural ones on 
the Hamburg flats, and they should be cleaned 
at once and the refuse consumed by fire. 


THE DEMOCRATIC TARIFF PLANK ADOPT- 
) ED AT CHICAGO. 

The last number of the North American Re- 
view has an interesting article by the Hon. 
William L. Wilson of West Virginia on the 
Democratic position on the tariff since 1876, 
and especially on the action taken on that sub- 
ject by the Chicago convention of which he 
was the Permanent Chairman. Mr. Wilson is 
one of the ablest of the younger Democrats, 
and the statements made so authoritatively 
by him are entitled to great respect. 

He begins his article by saying that in 1876 
the Democrats demanded that all custom- 
house taxation shall be only for revenue.“ 
But he adds, as Tun Trisune has explained 
recently, that the tariff was not an issue in 
that election.” In 1880 the party demanded 
‘*a tariff for revenue only,“ and owed its de- 
feat to that demand.’ Hence in 1884 a plank 
was adopted which was “not so much a 
‘straddle’ as a piece of dishonest patchwork, 
the work of many hands. Mr. Wilson says 
of it: 

It demanded that Federal taxation should be 
exclusively for public purposes,” but subject 
to certain specified limitations.“ The most 
noteworthy of these “limitations” were: The 
party pledged itself to revise the tariff in a spirit 
of fairness to all interests; that in reducing taxes 
it was not proposed to injure any domestic indus- 
tries, but to promote their hearty growth; that 
custom-house taxes must remain, as from the 
foundation of the government they have been, 
the chief source of revenue; that as many indus- 
tries have come to rely on legislation for their 
successful continuance any chauge of law must 
be at every step regardful ofthe labor and capi- 
tal thus involved; that necessary reduction of 
taxes must be effected without depriving Ameri- 
can labor of the ability to compete successfully 
with foreign labor and ‘without imposing lower 
rates than would be ample to cover any increased 
cost of production due to the higher wages of our 
labor; that sufficient revenue could be had from 
custom-house taxes on fewer imported articles, 
bearing heaviest on articles of luxury and light- 


est on articles of necessity. 
This platform showed division, not unity, in the 


party. It was an attempt to bridge a chasm, not 
to close it. 

The clear-cut and explicit declaration of 1876 
and 1880 in favor of tariffs for revenue only was 
smothered under a syperincumbent mass of s- 
called limitations.“ But these “limitations” 
were, inthe main, merely pledges as to the method 
of reducing taxes and promises as to its effect, 
with a concession to the fears of the labor vote 
which was still clinging to the skirts of protec- 
tion. 

According to Mr. Wilson the campaign of 
education.“ which began with Mr. Cleveland’s 
message of 1887, went on unchecked by his 
defeat, and received a great impetus from the 
McKinley bill. Hence, when the convention 
met at Chicago last June, he says: 

„The representatives of the Democratic 
party were united and zealous in their devo- 
“tion to tariff reform and full of the confi- 
„ dence born of many victories freshiy won 
under its banner, notably that of 1890. 
They expected a clear and courageous state- 
ment of fundamental party principle and of 
the party’s attitude to existing tariff laws. 
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principles laid down therein by him. The 
tariff plank is merely the concentrated essence 
of the message. Mr. Cleveland asserted that 
the imposition of a duty ou any foreign com- 
petitive article added an equal percentage to 
the cost of all similar home-made goods, 


y which he denounced as a fraud on the public 


for the benefit of a few manufacturers. There- 
upon the convention said in its platform that 
duties which had such an effect were ** uncon- 
stitutional and a robbery,” and that the only 
gainers by them were a few manufacturers.

He has given up a large practice to shut 
himself up with the cholera patients on Swin- 
burne Island in New York harbor, there to 
remain in quarantine till all danger from the 
cholera is past. He has taken charge of the 
pest station, and expects that the trouble will

the disease, though he admits that if it does 
not develop now and proper sanitary pre- 
cautions be not taken it might break out in 
the spring. He has no doubt whatever that 
the disease is true Asiatic cholera, the symp- 
toms of the patients on the Normannia and the 
,Rugia being too violent for anything else. And 
he makes the interesting statement that there is 
no pain connected with Asiatic cholera, which is 
one of the facts that distinguished it from 
cholera morbus. In the latter the pain comes 
all at once, while in true cholera the patient 
becomes apathetic and suffers hardly any 
pain. Cholera paticnts die from asphyxiation. 
The terrible discharges from stomach and 
bowels thin the blood so much that it coagu- 
lates and refuses to circulate, and is loaded 
with an excess cf carbonic acid gas, which 
produces asphyxiation. This carbonic acid 
gas is what numbs the patient and renders 
him nearly insensible to pain. The only pain 
till death approaches consists of cramps in the 
calves of the legs. Then cramps in the bow- 
els set in. The patients are being treated with 
the salt and water remedy discovered by the 
Italian, Dr. Catania, known as hypodermoc- 
lysis, the solution being injected under the 
skin as fast as the fluid matter of the blood 
leaves the patient by the discharges. Enor- 
mous quantities of it are used, sometimes as 
much as twenty to thirty quarts per day. This 
keeps the blood going. Then two or three 
quarts of a solution of tannin are used perday 
as an injection, which not only checks the 
looseness of the bowels but produces cotna in 
the bacteria and kills them. The general 
treatment besides this is to give such drugs 
as can induce relief, with brandy and water to 
keep up the vitality of the system. The pa- 
tients are kept quiet as much as possible, and 
the abdomen is kept warm and dry.

NO CHOLERA AMONG THEM. 


Three Hundred Immigrants Undergo In- 
spection by Local Health Officers, 

A train full of immigrants, 300 or more, 
fresh from Europe, arrived here over the 
Grand Trunk railroad at the Polk Street De- 
pot at 9:35 o’clock last night. A second train, 
bringing about seventy immigrants, came in 
over the Wabash road at 12:15 0’clock. Their 
coming caused some excitement, but it was 
mostiy confined to the depot and among the 
relatives and friends of the arrivals. The 
public in general had heard nothing about 
them. It was ruin ored that they had come sur- 
reptitiously from Halifax, Quebec, and other 
Dominion ports in order to avoid American 
quarantine regulations. But this was not so. 
They all, except a very few, came directly 
from New York, and the railroad officials 
showed only the usual unconcern in direct- 
ing and handling them. They were a well- 
dressed, healthy-looking lot of immigrants, 
and the children, of which there were fifty or 
more, of all ages, seemed to be in especially 
good furm.

It contained a 
description of the monument as it will be un- 
veiled Nov. 11. and told what progress the 
fund was making. A printed speech, sym- 
pathizing with the Homestead strikers and 
condemning the Pinkertons, was distributed, 
but no speeches were made. 


PICNIC AT SHARPSHOOTERS’ PARK. 
Five Thousand Workingmen Listened to 
Speeches and Have a Good Time. 

At Sharpshooters’ Park, which was the ob- 
jective point of half of the parade, the day was 
celebrated in an approved style. There was 
speechmaking by Judge R. S. Tuthill, Richard 
J. Prendergast, Miles Kehoe, and Edward Ma- 
her, and for amusement the crowd had the 
usual games of chance,’ whirligigs, and dan- 
cing. An interesting program of races ind 
other sports was provided, but only half of 
the sixteen events which it included took 


place. 

Early in the day the big grove took ona 
festive aspect, At 3 o’clock the procession of 
trades unionists reached the grove. Speaking 
began at 3:30 o'clock, the band escorting the 
speakers to the grand stand. Robert Nelson 
was Chairman, and aftera few introductory 
remarks relating to the day and its meaning 
introduced Ju Tuthill, who made an 
earnest and impressive address which was 
frequently applauded and seemed to meet the 
ideas of the audience.

LENCE AT QUARANTINE, 


Members of the Normannia’s Crew, Passen- 
ters on the Rugia, and a Nurse at 
Swinburne Stricken Yesterday— 


Dr. Hamilton Believes the _Can- 
not Be Kept Out of New York—Croton 
Water Bad and Dead Animals Left Ly- 
ing in the Streets. 
New Youx, Sept. 5.— Special.] Today's 
developments in quarantine were most dis- 
couraging. After the steerage passengers 
were removed from the Normannia ana the 
vessel thoroughly fumigated it was hoped no 
new cases would appear. But today there 
were three new cases among the Normannia’s 
crew; one of which proved fatal in an hour. 
Fresh panic prevails among the cabin passen- 
gers. | 
The disease has also invaded “Hoffman 
Island. While the Normannia’s steerage pas- 
sengers were bathed today they were terrified 
to see one of their number stricken down. 
One more death occurred on Swinburne 
Island. The saddest incident of thé day was 
the prostration with the disease of a young 
woman, one of the three nurses on Swinburne 
Island. The one encouraging sign was the 
lack of new cases on the Moravia.

Rags from Hamburg Evade Qaarantine. 

The steamship Ebro of the Wilson line 
from Huli, Eng., slipped into port today with 
a cargo of rags believed to be from Hainburg, 
and has permission to land them. In- 
stead of coming through the Narrows, 
where it would have been intercepted by 
the quarantine officers, the Ebro first touched 
at Boston, obtained a clean bill there, 
and then proceeded to Frentice's stores, 
Brooklyn, by way of Hell Gate and the sound. 
After reporting at Prentice’s stores the boat 
proceeded to its dock adjoinmg the Wall 
street ferry slip. 0 * have 

landed here sinte ug. 13. 
They are regarded as particularly 
liable to introduce cholera germs, and a nuw- 
ber of Treasury orders have been issued on 
the subject.

being the lowest death rate in this city in any 
week since November, 1891.

No Conflict of Authority Now. 

There is apparently no conflict between the 
State and Federal authorities in the matter of 
detaining vessels. Dr. Jenkins declares that 
he will hola ships from infected ports for not 
only twenty days, as directed in the Presi- 
dent's proclamation, but thirty or forty days 
if necessary. 

A proposition was made to Dr. Jenkins to- 
night to permit a telephone cable to be laid to 

the Normannia as soon as possible so that 
those aboard may have constant communica- 
tion with land. The proposer of the scheme 
willallow Dr. Jenkins to have supervision 
over both ends of the wire. 

Secretary Foster, with Collector Hendricks, 
arrived late this afternoon on the revenue cut- 
ter Chandler. The visitimg health delegation 
also came to the quarantine pier from the 
lewer bay with Dr. Jenkins. They went to 
Dr. Jenkins’ house to hold a conference. 

Dr. Jenkins has anneunced that the City of 
New York from Liverpool, which is due 
Wednesday, will be detained until all the bag- 
gage of all the passengers is fumigated. Dr, 
Chauncey M. Depew and the wife and daugh. 
ter of Secretary of State Foster are among 
the passengers, but Dr. Jenkius says no excep- 
tion will be made to the rule and they and 
their baggage will be subjected to the same 
treatment as others. No one will be allowed 
to board the vessel except quarantine officials 
and no passengers or baggage will be allowed 
to leave the vessel until Dr. Jenkins has given 
permission. 

_ The next vessels expected about which there 
is any anxiety are the Elbe and the Scandia. 
The former left Bremen Aug. 27, and is due 
tomorrow. The latter, due tonight, was 
originally billed for Baltimore, but will come 
here instead. The Scandia is likely to be full 
of emigrants and may have cholera on board.

Railroad Companies at St. Paul Take

Steamers from Southampton Receive Pro- 
visions from the German Port. 
Wasutnaton, D. C., Sept. 5.—Dr. Wyman, 
Surgeon-General of the Marine Hospital serv- 
ice, has appointed additional medical in- 
spectors at Rouse’s Point for the Covington 
and Moore Junction railway. 
The United States Consul at Berlin has tele- 
graphed the Secretary of State as follows:

WEALTHY PEOPLE DO NOT ESCAPE. 
Cholera Spreading to the Homes of the 
Rich at Hamburg. 

(SPECIAL CABLE. } 

Hamsure, Sept. 5.—Cholera reports from 
here are exaggerated beyond doubt, but the 
situation is serious. Authentic and reliable 
statistics are hardly obtainable. There is, 
however, no doubt that the authorities yester- 
day trarsported to hospitals 448 patients and 
that the deaths numbered 158. Besides these 
many are under treatment at private resi- 
dences and many funerals take place which 
are not reported by the authorities, From all 
I can learn there are about 500 new cases daily 
and over 200 deaths. Most of the bodies are 
buried in a trench, and at Ohsdorf Cemetery, 
which is six miles out of town. Both hospi- 
tals are full and numerous barracks are being 
utilized to relieve the regular hospitals. Ham- 
burg was in no way prepared for what @ppear- 
ed inevitable, and has suffered in consequence, 
The sick are conveyed to hospitals in coaches 
with the seats turned over, while the dead are 
transported in old furniture vans and bakers’ 
wagons. ‘he whole matter of transportation 
is in the hands of the cholera commission of 
the Senate and police, although there are also 
associations of private citizens which are do- 
ing good work. The latter are attending to 
the disinfection of houses where cholera 
cases have E gp wong the local authorities 
having decla their ind@bility to do this. 
Over a dozen gymnasiums are converted into 
disinfecting establishments. The bedding of 
cholera patients is burned in fields around the 
city. Health Department notices are 
on all street corners warning the public 
a pean the use of unboiled water. The sup- 
ply comes from the River Elb, into which the 
sewers emptied till recently. The most cases 
have occurred among the rer classes, but 
now the wealthier classes — also been at- 
tacked and the suburbs are partially affected.

And How the Great Discoverer Was Treat- 
ed by the Aborigines. 

Emilio Castelar in the Century for Septem- 
ber: Guacanagari was eager to see more of 
the Spaniards, and sent numbers of his light- 
hearted people to welcome them and bring 
them gifts of every sort. ‘Their enthusiasm 
was unbounded, their generosity unstinted. 
The land was gay with festivities, the sea 
swarmed with eances. On nearing the cara- 
vels, the Indians that crowded them stood up, 
tendering all kinds of offerings with gestares 
of devotion, as ia idolatrous worship. 

Beholding all this enthusiasm, Columbus 
pene poy a formal embassy to Guacanagari, 

or. hearing N he determined, 
one te the land breeze, to weigh 
r and sail to the dominions of his 
rica. which we @ five leagues distant. 
He set out at dayb ak Dec. 24. Little pro 
ress was made du all that day. The nig 
came, Christmas Eve, and Columbus deter- 
mined to celebrate it, as best befitted his own 
health and the comfort of his own crew, by en- 
joying a sound 74 He retired, worn out by 
three nights of following three days cf 
herculean labor. Yer oe must have been his 
rest! His discovery of that new world whose 
very existence had been denied, the endless 
up-springing of Eden Isles, the simple races 
bound to nature by such mysterious ties and 
soon to be brought into the fold of civiliza- 
tion and Christianity, must have filled his 
mind with hap dreams on this the 
first restful Christmas eve he had passed 
ef titanic contest with 
d, and at times even with his 
own self, It was midnight, when the echoes 
vf childhood and of times long past fill the 
slumbering ear. The heavens smiled and the 
sea was calm. The sailors slept soundly, sure 
of their bearings and sea-room because pre- 
ceded by the little fleet of skiffs and canoes 
sent by Columbus to the Indian King. Aship’s 
boy held the helm, so assured were they all of 
the tairness of the weather and the safety of 
their course—wheéen the flagship suddenly 
struck upon a sunken reef. Colambus pores 
ly divined his peril and hurried on deck. 
lightning ra var ar od he gave orders to cut — 
the mast and throw the cargo overboard. But 
the remedy was futile; it was no mere strand- 
ing, it was a wreck. With the desertion of the 
Pinta and the loss of the Santa Maria only the 
smallest and frailest of the three caravels that 
had set sail from Palos remained. He went on 
board the Nina sent a fresh em bassy to Gua- 
canagari, giving au account of the disaster, 
while he stood off and on till day broke. When 
the chief learned the misfortune he sought in 
every way to alleviate it, sparing neither means 
nor sacrifice.

EXPULSION OF BICYCLIST GRAVES, 


. His Case a Flagrant Violation of the Rules 


—The Question of Leniency. 

It requires no unusual powers of perception to 
comprehend that the Racing Board of the League 
of American Wheelmen has fixed its attitude for 
the remainder of the season as to how it shall 
treat those who treat its rules with contempt. A 
few months ago Fred C. Graves, one of the most 
distinguished men on the track, was suspended 
pending an investigation bythe board touching 
the charge that he had compromised his standing 
as an amateur by riding for money. f 
delving into the facts in the case the board has 
become convinced that Graves was without ex- 
cuse for bis conduct, and accurdingly he bas been 
summarily ejected from the league and bis 
standing as an amateur has been forfeited.

even if the Racing Board had the spirit to deal 
leniently with him it could not do so without

of the main points in the case. 

Graves was riding for a certain manufacturer 
whose wheel he was always supposed to mount in 
consideration of the salary which he received. 
His machine went vut of order one day during 
one of the Eastern meets, and being particularly 


a friendly competitor to lend him his wheel, 
which was manufactured by a different firm. He 
rode apd won. And then there was the mischief 
to pay when the agent of his employer discovered 
that he had made a killing upon the wheel of 
arivalconcern. For a time there were warm 
passages between Graves and the agent, and the 
upshot of the whole matter was that the incident 
cams to the ears of the Racing Board, who sum- 
moned the agent before it as a witness and com- 
pelied him to testify, not unwillingly it may be 
assumed, concerning Graves grave offense. 
Avout the time that Graves was suspended it 
was currently rumored in this city that although 
he had been thoroughly trapped in a shady deal, 
nevertheless the board, owing to the fact, as was 
stated, that it had about resolved to recognize 
makers’ amateurs, or those who ride for hire as a 
class. and give them equal freedom in the league 
with amateurs of a holier degree, would not be 
very severe on Graves. There was some founda- 
tion in fact for this belief, because it is not denied 
that the board at a recent meeting in the East 
emed it wise to encourage makers’ amateurs 
for the purpose of kindling a real enthusiasm 
in the sport, and freeing the very speedy men, 
who are nearly all makers’ amateurs, from the 
eadful apprehension that at any moment they 
might be disgraced. What was so generally 
talked abont was applied with special reference 
to Graves and he was given the full benetit of an 
acquittal. But it seems that those who specu- 
lated upon the leniency of the board were largely 
in advance its intention. for it has crushed 
Graves aud utterly annihilated the hopes of any 
who entertained the notion that one of these 
days, perhaps before this season ended, a man 
might fearlessly go to a manufacturer and ask 
him to pay him for his services on the track. 
in spite of this one cannot help thinking 
that the board is not to be forever as uncom- 
romising as it seems inthis particular case. 
hile the law is in* existence it has no choite 
but to obey it andenforce its provisions. Ocher- 
wise it would be an unfaithful servant of the 
— 4 But underlying this severity there is a 
well-known softness of temper which distributes 
kindness tothe maker’s amateur in far greater 
degree than it is distributed to the amateur who 
is not so much in the public eye. In fine, though 
the racing board as individuals will deny that 
they intend to abrogate the rule concerning 
maker’s amateurs, there is every reason to believe 
that next year the rule will not be in force. In 
the meantime it is a pity that so fine a racing man 
as Graves should have been the first to have felt 
the sword and me a sacrifice for others who 
are as culpable as he, but who have the greater 
fortune to conceal their habits from the public,

wonders if an application for the reinstatement 
of Graves, should the change just mentioned come 
about, would lie.

PARK NATIONAL BANK MAY BE OPENED, 


Favorable Result of the Conference Be- 
tween the Directors and the Controller. 
Wasuineron, D. C., Sept. 5.—[ Special. 

As a result of the conference between Con- 
troller Hepburn and Messrs. Packer, Fisher, 
and other representative men of Chicago, it 
is quite likely that the doors of the Park 
National Bank will be reopened shortly for 
banking business. While no specific propo- 
sition has been submitted it was the consensus 
of opinion at the meeting here Saturday that 
the affairs of the bank are in such a condition 
as to justify this step, the principal proviso of 
the Controller of the Currency being that at 
least $200,000 in cash shall be available for 
assets. Every dollar owed by the bank has 
been paid, and the receiver is ready at any 
time to turn over the institution to the new 
management when it may be determined 
upon. One of the principal obstacles met 
with by the directors in their efforts to begin 
business anew grew out of a mis- 
understanding as to the result of a 
change from the receiver appointed by 
the government to an agent on behalf of the 
bank. It was shown that by pursuing the lat- 
ter course the bank would be subjected to a 
cancellation of its charter, and it was with a 
view to overcoming this difficulty that the 
bank officials came to Was n to consult 
with Controller Hepburn. ow that they 
have been enlightened on this: point itis 
understood that the action recently taken, by 
which matters were muddled somewhat by a 
transfer to the new directory, will be prompt- 
ly rescinded and the receiver will merely turn 
over the institution intact to its former of- 
ficers.

TALKED To THE COLLIS TRAIN ROBBERS. 


They Were Discovered by Two Children 
While Camping Near Visalia. 

Visas, Cal., Sept. 5.—Evans and Sontag, 
the Collis train robbers, were found yesterday 
near the residence of Supervisor Ellis, twenty 
miles north of here, by two of the Ellis chil- 
dren. The men camped not a hundred yards 
from the house. The children returned to the 
house and asked their aunt to go with them. 
When she saw Evans she said: “How are 
you, Chris?” Evans turned to Sontag and 
said: We may as well go to the house now.“ 
This they did. As they aprroached the house 
Ellis met them and said:. How do you do, 
Chris.“ Evans replied: I will shake hands 
with you, Sam, though I ought not to. 
The robbers staid at the house from noon un- 
til dark, when they took a cart and horse of 
Ellis’ and started away. Mrs. Eliis had been 
very ill, and anumber of neighbors called tosee 
her during the afternoon. After the robbers left 
the man came to town and informed Sheriff 
Kay, who immediately went to Goshen and 
asked for a special train that he might meet 
thé south-bound train at Selma and prevent 
the men from takingthetrain. Not finding 
the men the Sheriff returned to town this 
morning and took a team to Ellis’ house. He 
followed the trail séveral miles toward this 
city. Where the trail was lost there are three 
roads leading east, west, and south. The rob- 
bers took one of the two first-named, but 
travelers had obliterated their tracks. Evans 
told Ellis he had not been far away. He had 
some business to attend to and when that was 
settled he would give his attention to the South- 
ern Pacific. Ellis says Evans was very cool and 
collected but Sontag was somewhat nervous.
